sums it up. Ranchers may have 
different names for things or grow 
different crops. B u t all over Amer­ 
ica folks who work the land share 
those common traits of hard work, 
sober moderation, and good fellow­ 
ship, whether they’re growing cat­ 
tle for beef, or barley for good 
American beer and ale.
